A capacity crowd gathered for the LONGINES 
Hampton Classic Grand Prix Sunday event in 
Bridgehampton as seven of 23 riders returned to 
jump off for the blue on September 5. 

The winner was Israel's Daniel Bluman, who 
soared to victory with a blistering time of 34.75 
seconds and was presented the $300,000 grand 
prize by Land Rover as the crowd cheered and then 
stood for the Israeli national anthem. The two-time 
Olympic veteran and 2017 Hampton Classic Grand 
Prix champion rode to. victory on Gemma W, a 
10-year-old Dutch warmblood mare, owned by Blue 
Star Investments, and beat out five-time U.S. Olym- 
pian McLain Ward, who brought out 2021 Olympic 
partner, Contagious, the 12-year-old German sport 
horse gelding owned by Beechwood Stables, LLC to 
compete. 

After Ward took second place in the Grand Prix 
clocking in at 36.79 seconds, he won the $30,000 
LONGINES Rider Challenge with a total of 538 
points. Bluman placed second with 350 points. 

“I was watching everything McLain did carefully,” 
Bluman said. “He’s a fast rider, and he loves to win 
this class. Then the crowd went crazy when he fin- 
ished, and I had so many emotions at that point. I 
just said to myself that I was going to give everything 
— absolutely everything — I had. I was going to take 
all the risks, and I was going to beat him. I wasn’t go- 
ing to be slower than him today. And it worked out.” 

Ward, who has won the Hampton Classic Grand 
Prix a record seven times, competed with Conta- 
gious this summer at the Tokyo Olympics, where the 
U.S. won Team Silver. 

“He’s a super quality horse,” Ward said. “He’s al- 
ways been very, very careful, and he’s a fighter. My 
team has that horse in spectacular form right now 
from preparing for the Olympics, where we achieved 
a dream result. It’s nice that he was able to return 
home and be fit and ready to go, which is a testament 
to all the care from our team.” 

American rider Schuyler Riley rounded out the 
top three in both the Hampton Classic Grand Prix 
and the LONGINES Rider Challenge, collecting 
a total of 325 points. After finishing second with 
Katherine Gallagher’s Robin de Ponthual in Friday's 
Grand Prix Qualifier, she piloted the 16-year-old 
Selle Francais gelding to a fault-free time of 37.42 
seconds. 

In the VIP tent, the competition was fierce for 
the most creative and beautiful table setting. The 
Hampton Cottages & Gardens Table best-decorated 
table winner and blue-ribbon honors went to Love- 
ShackFancy, Rebecca Hessel Cohen’s lifestyle and

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Schumer Calls 
for FIMP to be 
Expedited

_ Now that the $1.5 billion Fire Island to 
Montauk Point (FIMP) project is finally un- 
derway after more than a half century of 
planning, U.S. Sen. Charles Schumer (D-NY) 
is calling on federal officials to expedite the 
work. | 

The first of 10 contracts — a $47.5 million 
job awarded to the Great Lakes Dredge and 
Dock Company — involves dredging 1.5 mil- 
_ lion cubic yards of sand from the bottom of 
the Fire Island Inlet and pumping it onto Gil- 
_ go Beach and Robert Moses State Park. But 
the U.S. Senate Majority Leader argued that 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers managing 
the project should not wait until next year to 
award the contract for phase two. 

“We gotta move faster because the second 
phase of this critical project and the flood 
protections it will deliver will happen too 
late in the middle of the next year’s hurri- 
cane season,” Schumer told reporters during 
a news conference at Overlook Beach. . 

Besides pumping sand dredged from the 
seafloor onto oceanfront beaches, the plan 
includes raising up bayfront structures 
across an 83-mile stretch of the South Shore 
of Long Island from Montauk Point to the 
Fire Island Inlet in order to mitigate future 
storm damage. 

Schumer put the call out shortly after Ida, 
a post-tropical cyclone, brought torrential 
downpours to the New York Metro area, 
causing floods that left nine dead in New 
York City. He said waiting until next hur- 
ricane season leaves vulnerable shorefront 
communities at risk of future storm damage 
and urged the Army Corps to expedite all 10 
contracts.

A Suffolk County 
grand jury indicted an 
accused drug dealer 
who allegedly sold fen- 
tanyl-laced cocaine that 
caused two fatal over- 
doses on the North Fork 
last month on upgraded 
charges of manslaughter. 

Lavain Creighton, 51, 
of Greenport, was ar- 
rested August 18 along 
with his alleged sup- 
plier, 46-year-old Justin 
Smith of Smithtown, 
and pleaded not guilty

substance. He faces up 
to 15 years in prison for 
the second-degree man- 
slaughter charge. 

“This defendant was on notice that there was some- 
thing in the product he was allegedly selling that was 
not right after receiving a text message from one 
of his customers indicating that the substance may 
have been something other than cocaine,” Suffolk 
County District Attorney Timothy D. Sini said. “He 
did not warn his customers, nor did he stop selling 
that product, which is the epitome of recklessness.” 

The arrest came days after a series of eight over- 
doses, six of which proved fatal, between August 5 
and 13, that have been connected to a batch of fen- 
tanyl-laced cocaine on the North Fork and Shelter 
Island, authorities have said. The other fatal over- 
doses and several non-fatal overdoses are still under 
investigation. 

An East End Drug Task Force investigation re- 
vealed evidence that Creighton had allegedly sold the 
lethal drugs that caused two of the fatal overdoses 


and had sold drugs to a third individual who died 
of a fatal overdose, prosecutors said. The evidence 
included undercover investigators purchasing drugs 
from the suspect and text messages from one of the 
victims to Creighton. 

“Yo, I think that stuff is cut with something weird,” 
a victim with the initials S.A. texted Creighton, ac- 
cording to investigators. “Having trouble keeping my 
eyes from movin around, giving me the spins. Just 
wanted to warn you.” 

Creighton responded “ok” and then allegedly sold 
the narcotics to two more victims. All three died 
on August 13. Toxicology reports for the victims re- 
vealed the presence of cocaine and fluorofentanyl, a 
type of fentanyl, prosecutors said. 

Suffolk County Supreme Court Justice John Col- 
lins set bail for $500,000 cash, $5 million bond or 
$5 million partially secured bond. He is due back in 
court on October 15.

She was a bright spot of 
sunshine for usin that year.She 
talked a lot about herself, her family 
and friends, but she was also a hard 
worker and we were glad to have her. 
Our office was in Bridgehampton at 
that time, in a former private home 
on the Montauk Highway I had pur- 
chased many years earlier. There was 
a front porch, a former living room, 
two former bedrooms upstairs, two 
bathrooms and an attic where we 
stored back issues of the paper. 

One thing Alexa talked about was 
her older brother, who was a soldier 
in Afghanistan. She had a picture of 
him in a frame on her desk, a hand- 
some fellow with a helmet and rifle in 
his late 20s, who was now serving his 
third tour of duty. 

I don’t recall if it was Alexa or some- 
body else, but one day, the office de- 
cided we should send a care package 
to her brother. Alexa told us what to 
get and everybody brought in stuff 
— candy bars, magazines, fruit: bars 
and so forth — and we packed it up 
and sent it off. There were about 20 
people who worked at the paper then. 
And we all felt good about ourselves. 
A few weeks later, Alexa brought in 
a letter he had written, thanking us. 
He'd shared much of the package with 
members of his platoon. 

Six months later, he stopped by. He 
had finished his tour and was think- 
ing of taking a fourth but he wanted 
to thank us in person. 

He was every inch a soldier. Short 
haircut, upright, a quiet listener, very 
fit and engaging. 

At one point, I got a chance to talk 
to him alone. 

“What's it like over there?” I asked. 
“You think we should be there?” 

“It’s not my place to have an opin- 
ion about it,” he said. “I do what I’m 
told. My unit is based in Kandahar 


Province — rocky terrain, 
& small villages here and 
there. Cows and chick- 
ens, goats. The villagers 
live hardscrabble lives. 
There’s dirt roads _be- 
tween the villages. Been 
like that forever, I think.” 
“Is your headquarters in one of 
the villages?” 

“We're between villages. Out in the 
open. Tents and sandbags, gun em- 
placements. We go out in the morn- 
ings on sorties, get shot at, shoot back, 
go in the villages and search the hous- 
es. We have trucks but sometimes run 
into landmines. Then we come back 
at the end of the day. Pretty much the 
same thing every day.” . 

“Do the villagers welcome you?” 

“Some do, some don’t. We're there 
on a mission and they know it.” 

“How long do you think we'll be 


there?” 


“No idea.” 

“Things will change?” 

“These villages have been there for 
hundreds of years. When we're or- 
dered to leave, I think these villages 
will go on as they have for another 
hundred years.” 

- “will you take another tour?” 

“Haven't decided. But probably. If 
I’m needed there. Anyway, thanks for 
all of what you sent. It was very much 
appreciated.” 

“We're all proud of you.”

I remember other occasions in that 
office. 

One day, Sarabeth Levine came by. 
She was the founder of Sarabeth’s res- 
taurants in Manhattan, who both ad- 
vertised and said she enjoyed reading 
the paper. 

She also said she'd like to give our 
staff a cooking lesson. She gathered 
together a half-dozen staff members 
at our round table and ordered them 
to each bake an apple pie. She’d be 
back in two days. 2 p.m. Right after 
lunch. See how everybody did. 

At the appointed time, six employ- 
ees sat with her at the round table, 
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each with a pie in a 
pan. The employees 
each cut a piece, put 
it on a paper plate 
and, one at a time, 
gave it to Sarabeth 
to taste. 

“A little dry and 
flaky,” Sarabeth said 
of the first one. “Cut 
down the time in the 
oven by 10 minutes. 
Also use less cinna- 
mon.” 

Small slices of 
pie went around the 
room. Meanwhile, 
Sarabeth went on to 
the next one, tasting 
it, looking the baker 
in the eye and mak- 
ing further com- 
ment. 

Thad a phone call I 
had to take so had to 
leave, but I thought © 
it was a wonderful 
thing she was doing. 
And a lot of pie got 
eaten. 

She came _ back 
twice more to do it, 
judging other things 
the staff cooked. What a wonderful

paper at that time. I had hired a new 
person for our billing department. He 
was a college-educated young man, 
pleasant to be around, and was study- 
ing to become an accountant. 

One day, when he'd been there for 
less than a week, I had another em- 
ployee, a young woman in our sales 
department, come up to my office 
upset and needing to speak with me 
privately. : 

“Joe is bothering me,” she said. 
“He can’t take his hands off me. He 
shouldn’t be doing that.” 

I agreed that was wrong. I said I 
would deal with it and she left. 

Later in the day, I invited the young 
man into my office. He denied doing 
what she had told me. I told him I 
wasn't there so I can’t make a judge- 
ment about that, but I also told him 
this would be a warning. If I heard 
about any more of this, I would let 
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him go. 

A few days later, I got another com- 
plaint about him from another wom- 
an, and so did what.I said I would and 
fired him at the end of the day and he 
left. et

There are many other stories I re- 

member from those days. People often 


-ask me what things were like in the 


Hamptons when I first got here. That 
would be in the 1950s, when my dad 
brought our family out here after he’d 
bought White’s Drug Store in Mon- 
tauk. I was 15. 

I'll be devoting more columns to the 
difference between then and now, but 
I think this is enough for this time. 

Well, one thing. I remember the traf- 
fic light situation.

Back then 
there were three. One in the center of 
downtown Southampton, another in 
the center of downtown Bridgehamp- 
ton, and the third in the center of down- 
town East Hampton. Imagine. 
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Answering the Call for Help: 
East Hampton First Responders Were at the - 
Ready After the Sept. 11 Terrorist Attacks

O n the morning of September 11, Gary Zay was 
teaching eighth grade at the East Hampton 
Middle School when the first plane hit the World 
Trade Center on September 11, 2001. He watched on 
television with his students as the terrorist attack 
continued. 

A volunteer firefighter with the East Hampton Fire 
Department, he knew what the New York Fire De- 
partment was up against and that they would do ev- 
erything in their power to rescue the men and women 
trapped in the buildings. He told them about one of 
his instructors, Ray Meisenheimer, a New York City 
firefighter with Rescue 3. 

“I told them, “They are not going to come out unless 
ordered to do so,” he recalled. “When the building 
collapsed, I felt that Ray was gone.” 

The guidance counselor eventually made them 
turn the television off. 

“When it first happened; I remember asking the 
superintendent ... if we would be allowed to go in, and 
she said, ‘Of course,” said Zay, then a member of East 
Hampton’s confined space team. “Within a day or so 
we realized it was not going to be a rescue.” 

Even still, firefighters and police officers from de- 
partments across Long Island, including those on the 
East End, volunteered to help in the days and weeks 
after the terrorist attacks. 


East Hampton Fire Department was among those 


that answered the call that had gone out for emer- 
gency lighting. Zay was on the fire police truck that 
responded on September 14. 

After mustering with other departments at the 
Park and Ride in Huntington, off the Expressway, 
“we traveled with a convoy of different departments 
for Long Island,” he explained. 

East Hampton’s truck was placed at the intersec- 
tion of Wall Street and Water Street and provided 
lights until the morning of September 15. 


“Throughout the night, different FDNY person- 


nel would walk by and recognize East Hampton,” he 
said. “They either stated they vacationed out there or 
were working out there in the summertime.” . 

Around 2 a.m., an FDNY member asked the East 
Hampton crew if they wanted to go right up to the 
site. “We walked over and my memory of that is — if 
there was hell on earth — that is what it would look 
like,” Zay said.

Michael Heller, an East Hampton-based photog- 
rapher and volunteer firefighter, got the closest to 
Ground Zero of the local responders when he was 
called in by state officials to document the aftermath. 

Heller woke up on the morning of September 11 to 
a phone call from Getty Images, as he owned a stock 
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photography agency called 911 Pictures that also rep- 
resented 100 photographers from around the world 


who specialized in public safety photography. 


“They said, ‘Do you have anybody down there?” he 
recalled. 

Heller didn’t know what was going on yet. He turned 
on the news. The first plane had hit the first tower. He 
watched, along with the rest of the world, as the sec- 
ond plane struck, as the Pentagon was attacked, ds the 
towers went down and as the fourth hijacked plane 
went down in Shanksville, Pennsylvania. 

He received a call from the New York State Office of 
Fire Prevention and Control in Albany, which he had 
done some photography work for in the past. State 
Fire Administrator Jim Burns asked him to respond 
to photograph the rescue efforts. Burns faxed him a 
letter that would allow him to get past checkpoints 
and closed roads and grant him access to the scene. 

The Long Island Expressway was deserted — eerily 
so. He doesn’t recall seeing a single car. With his blue 
courtesy light on, he was waved through at the check- 
points, until he got to Ground Zero. He arrived late 
on the evening of September 11 and was embedded 
with the New York State Search and Rescue Team, 
though they had not been mobilized yet. _ 

Still, he thought, “I better start documenting.” 

As a firefighter, he was trained to do a sizeup of the 
scene, and he began by skirting around the perimeter 
with his Nikon Ngo in hand and a respirator mask on 
his face. At every turn, he thought, “Oh my god.” 

To his knowledge, he is the only photographer who 
got pictures of the work being done that night. 

“I was just as overwhelmed as anyone,” he recalled. 


“Tt was like you have your reality set and this in front 
of you doesn’t jive with the reality ... it’s almost too 
big to take in at once.” 

“At the same time I knew I had ajob to do. I was try- 
ing to think with a photographer's eye — what would 
make a nice composition, dramatic lighting.” He said 
he “was trying to have an objective photographic eye 
while I’m being amazed at the same time.” 

Heller was still shooting with film at the time. “I 
had a set number of rolls of film, I think it was 13 rolls 
of film,” he said. “I had to think very carefully about 
what I was going to shoot and ration film.” 

The photo that stands out the most was one he’ 


- took the next morning. A battalion chief guarding the 


scene was sitting amid the rubble with the remains of 
the North Tower behind him, as the sun coming up 
shone through the jagged pieces of steel sticking up. 
It would win an international photography award. 

Heller had spent many years riding along and 
documenting the FDNY and had ridden on Rescue 
1, one of the specialized rescue units that lost half of 
its company on 9/11. He was also a member of the | 
Fire Bell Club of New York, an international fire buffs 
association and had made friends with many city 
firemen. 

“One of the things that struck me was when I saw 
Ladder 3 from the Lower East Side of Manhattan 
completely smashed under the walkway,” he said of 
the destroyed truck that now sits in the 9/11 Memo- 
rial Museum. i i 

After 30 hours, he was out of film, having taken 
200 to 300 exposures. “I’m honored I was able to 
do it,” he said of his time at Ground Zero. “You kind 
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~ of knew at the time it was a huge thing. It felt like a 
privilege to be there.” : 
Heller said it took him some time to process what 


he saw. “It was beyond the scope of reality.”

Gerard Turza Jr., now the chief of the East Hamp- 


ton Fire Department, was an assistant chief in the 
Bridgehampton Fire Department on September 11. 
“Tt was 100 miles away but it had a ripple effect,” he 
remembered. . . 

Within a few hours, volunteer fire departments 
were readying to help. Bridgehampton had just got- 
ten a new ambulance, but still had possession of the 
old ambulance it was replacing. They got a call from 
Southampton Hospital to help move patients out to 
- make room for the wave of patients they expected 
from the west as survivors would be pulled from the 
rubble. 

“There's got to be tens of thousands of wounded, 
and they’ve got to go somewhere,” Turza said of the 
provisions being made. “Logically, it made sense to 
shuffle everybody out to the east. 

“Unfortunately that phone call never came,” Turza 
said. “It was pretty sobering.” - 

_ Only 20 survivors were pulled from the rubble. 

“We had never seen anything on that scale before,” 
he said. “Everybody wanted to go and help. The fire- 
house was packed. Every member of the fire depart- 
ment in Bridgehampton was at the firehouse. Every- 
body was itching, ‘Let’s go in.” 

They had crews at the ready. Suffolk County asked 
Bridgehampton to decontaminate its tanker truck so 
it could be utilized to bring in potable drinking wa- 
ter since water mains were severed. The department 
also put aside old sets of HURT tools (hydraulic res- 
cue tools) and old turnout coats. 

“We've got a plan and it makes sense, we're going to 
do our part out here. Next thing you know, those calls 
didn’t come,” he said. 

A lot of city firemen had strong ties to the local fire 
services. Meisenheimer, for instance, was in charge 
of curriculum at the Suffolk Fire Academy, where all 
volunteer firefighters in the county are trained. 

“He was entrenched with us out here. You talk to 
all the senior firefighters, he was the guy. He is re- 
- sponsible for shaping our local hazmat response — 
a tremendous rescue instructor,” Turza said of the 
46-year-old from Hauppauge. They had just spoken 
on Friday about an upcoming training on eleva- 
tor rescue. Turza knew he was working in the city 
because he said he would call Wednesday morning 
when he was off duty. 

Peter C. Martin, a lieutenant in Rescue 2 who lived 
in Miller Place, was also a Suffolk County Fire Acad- 
emy instructor. He was 43 and a 22-year veteran who 
had assisted with the search and rescue operation 
in Oklahoma City after the bombing of the federal 
building. 

“We knew these guys,” he:said. “This wasn’t some- 
thing far away on the West Coast where we didn’t know 
anybody.” 

Turza attended five funerals. 

Todd Sarris was the East Hampton Town Police 
Department’s chief at the time, in the position for 
only about one year. He was off that day when he got 
a call from his captain with the news. He went into 
headquarters and it wasn’t long before his officers in- 
dicated they wanted to go into the city to help. 

The chief admits at first he was reluctant to send of- 
ficers for whose lives he was responsible. The city was 


in chaos. He was worried about another attack, about 
his own officers getting hurt. “Ultimately, I relented. 
They were so committed to wanting to go in there.” 

For three weeks, 32 officers — from patrol officers 
to captains, members of the East Hampton Town 
Marine Patrol included — rotated in and out of the 
city, Sarris said. In groups of nine to 11, they worked 
long shifts — 16 to 24 hours, not including the com- 
mute, the officers involved recalled. 

“The amazing thing about it,” Sarris remembered. 
“J told the guys, ‘I can’t guarantee you are going to get 
paid for this.’ They didn’t care. They wanted to go. I 
was never any more proud than I was that day.” 

The federal government ended up paying the over- 
time costs for their assistance. 

East Hampton police sent multiple groups into the 
city to assist over the next week or so, until the NYPD 
sent word outside agencies were no longer needed. 

East Hampton Town Police Chief Michael Sarlo, 
then a patrolman, was part of the second group that 
went in from the East Hampton Town and Village 
Emergency Services Unit. 

“It was all quite surreal, from the quiet, almost 
empty roadways on the drive in, and the moment 
we crested an elevated portion of the LIE in Queens 
where you would normally see the twin towers on the 
skyline, but there was just this cloud of dust hang- 


ing in the air where the towers used to stand,” Sarlo 


recalled. ; 

Assisting agencies that responded reported to 
command center that had been set up at the Jacob K. 
Javits Convention Center, where they would receive 
instructions. : 

“We were assigned to an overnight shift at the 
United Nations headquarters security detail, to assist 
the NYPD in securing the First Avenue area,” Sarlo 
remembered. “As you can imagine the UN building 
was a high security priority and the entire area was 
completely locked down.” 

The East Hampton officers paired up with NYPD of- 
ficers, who were working 12 to 18 hour shifts, and gave 
them some relief from their posts, Sarlo explained. 

“With NYPD helicopters and air force fighter jets 
flying routine routes overhead, military vehicles 
cruising the streets and no civilian foot or vehicle 
traffic, it was quite surreal,” he said. “It felt like a 
scene from a sci-fi movie, yet the stark reality of the 
horrific tragedy and so many unanswered questions 
still lingering, made the entire experience something 
none of us will ever forget.” 

As Sarlo’s unit made its way through a light over 
on the East Side, they were waved down by NYPD 
Officer Aquin Medler, an East Hampton native. 

“What are you guys doing in here from East 
Hampton?” Sarlo remembered him saying. “He was 
surprised to see us, but thanked us for the help. It 
was another surreal moment.” 

Sarlo’s group did make its way down to Ground 
Zero, where they offered assistance at the mobile 
command post there. 

“We caught a glimpse of the entire site, and while 
we were diverted to another area, just the few min- 
utes we spent there left a lasting image in my mind,” 
he said. “St. Paul’s Chapel off Vesey Street, just a 
block away from the towers, had this old wrought 
iron fencing around its grounds. As we walked by I 
remember looking down and seeing debris piled up 
against the fencing, filling up parts of the courtyard. 
I looked closer and I could see, fully intact, stacks of 
papers, business records, financial statements and 


such ... some in almost perfect condition as if they 
had been placed there, while others were smoldering 
and shredded. My wife and I lost a close family friend 
who worked in the towers, and it made this a very 
difficult image to process.” ~ 

As they left the city, “We were physically tired, 
emotionally drained and as we made our way back | 
to East Hampton there was not much discussion,” 
Sarlo said. “We spent about 26 hours round trip, just 
gave our fellow officers from NYPD some help — a 
little break in what would be long-term duties getting 
through the recovery and clean up of the city.” 

Sarlo said it’s hard to believe it’s been 20 years 
since the attacks — the images remain so fresh. 

“None of the victims should ever be forgotten,” he 
said. “The brave men and women of law enforcement 
and the FDNY should never, ever be forgotten for the 
selfless service they performed, running into danger 
and putting their lives at risk to save others.” 

Eddie Ecker, another town police officer who re- 
sponded, recalled doing traffic control down near the 
city morgue and being stationed at the outer perim- 
eter at the United Nations when President George W. 
Bush arrived in Manhattan. 

“There was such a feeling of anger — and unity. It 
was a whole range of emotions throughout the whole 
country, so you can imagine what it was like in the 
city,” Ecker said. 

The then-detective lieutenant (who would later 
succeed Sarris as chief after his retirement) also got 
a chance to go down to Ground Zero and witness the 
work being done on the pile. The firemen and police 
there were proud of the work they were doing, not re- 
alizing the health effects that would affect so many of 
them in the two decades to come. 

“I’m proud of it and I’m in awe of it,” Ecker said. 

A supervisor went in with each group and the 
chief conducted an interview with each upon their 
return to make sure things went well and everyone 
was okay. Sarris said the report back was: “They were 
treated like kings. The city couldn’t have been more 
appreciative. It was really a time when law enforce- 
ment came together.” 

While the East Hampton officers were kept off the 
pile, Sarris knew most got an opportunity to visit 
Ground Zero. 

“That just devastated them. I think that’s what kind 
of set them back on their heels,” he remembered. 

He was proud of how his officers handled them- 
selves “with the most professionalism,” he said. “It 
will be one of those things I will never forget.”

Within about a week of the September 11 terrorist 
attacks, the Bridgehampton Fire Department held a 
memorial service for the victims. 

“Every truck was out on the apron, at the edge, the 
apparatus room was filled and it spilled out onto the 
ramp as well,” Turza said. “We had over 500 people 
there, easily.” 

The memorial was the first one held by a fire service 
on the South Fork. The East Hampton Town Chiefs 
Association began holding an annual service on the 
anniversary. While there was talk several times over 
the last 20 years to only hold them on milestone an- 
niversaries,” said Turza, who once served as the as- 
sociation’s president, the association continued on. 
“When it happened, the mantra was to never forget. 
So if you’re not doing it every year, you're forgetting. 
It doesn’t do any of those people justice to forget the 
event and sacrifices.” 
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9/11 Remembered: 


Powerful East End Monuments Honor the Fallen.

t's hard to believe two decades 

have passed since the September 
11, 2001 attacks took 2,977 lives in 
the twin towers, the Pentagon and 
Flight 93, including 344 firefighters 
(343 of them FDNY), 71 law enforce- 
ment officers and 55 military per- 
sonnel. Everything changed in the 
United States and around the world 
in the aftermath, the effects of which 
are still being felt today. As a result, 
this country entered two wars and 
lost many, many more lives in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, not to mention all 
the first responders who later became 
sick and died from breathing the tox- 
ic fumes at Ground Zero. Needless 
to say, with such a close proximity 
to New York City, the East End com- 
munity, too, lost sons and daughters, 
mothers and fathers that day, wheth- 
er they were current residents, part- 
time visitors or friends and relatives. 
None of them are forgotten. Never. 

And part of that remembering 
comes in the form of local memori- 
als and monuments spread out across 
these towns, villages and hamlets. 
Some are etched in stone and/or 
sculpted in metal, while others put on 
display battered, weighty steel beams 
recovered from that hallowed ground 
where so many perished. On this sol- 
emn 20th anniversary of 9/11, take 
some time to visit these sites, ad- 
mire the care, thought and stalwart 
effort that. went into creating them, 
and contemplate the magnitude of 
what happened that day. Consider 
those we lost and remember. Always 
remember. 


HAMPTONS 


MONTAUK 

Montauk Fire Department, 12 Fla- 
mingo Avenue 

Dedicated in 2011 on the 10th an- 
niversary of 9/11, this monument to 
honor the fallen firefighters com- 
prises three stone slabs. The central 
slab features the letters “FDNY,” 
“September 11, 2001” and a Maltese 
firefighter’s cross cut into a piece of 
metal from Ground Zero with the 
number “343” on the stone revealed 
behind the cutout. The outer slabs, 
which represent each of the twin tow- 
ers, carry bronze plaques listing the 
names of each firefighter who died 
that day. 


EAST HAMPTON 

American Legion Post 419, 15 
Montauk Highway 

Recently dedicated in 2019, this 
strikingly powerful monument dis- 
plays a large, twisted support beam 
salvaged from Ground Zero at its 
center. Designer Gustavo Bonevardi 
— who also worked on NYC’s “Trib- 
ute in Light” memorial that replaced 
the twin towers with beams of light 
after they fell — extended the 14-foot 
beam from a concrete base and sur- 
rounded it with stone slabs noting 
significant moments from the day, 
including times and flight numbers 
of the planes that went down. Bricks 
on the path carry names of project 


supporters who helped get the monu- 


ment made.

ne of the first homes built on Little Plains 

Road in Southampton Village, that later be- 
came the home of renowned artist Larry Rivers, 
just came on the market last week. The property 
at 92 Little Plains Road, which includes a home 
renovated in 2008 and a shed that once served as 
Rivers’ art studio, is listed at $8.495 million with 
Michaela Keszler and Paulina Keszler of Douglas 
Elliman Real Estate. 

Rivers, who became known for his Pop paintings 
and sculpture, lived in the home since 1953, Keszler 
says. He would help change the course of American 
art in the 1950s and ’60s, according to his obituary 
in The New York Times in 2002. He died at the 
age of 78. 

Rivers built an art studio that was attached to 
the main house, Keszler says. A small shed out 
back is where he stored paintings and sculptures, 
and it still has his signature on the floor. 

Locals may get a kick out of knowing that the 
now infamous “Legs” sculpture — a pair of wom- 
en’s legs in retro stockings mid-stride that several 
years ago caused controversy in front of a home 
in Sag Harbor Village — used to stand in front of 
Rivers’ own house, the Keszlers say.

Number of Days to Contract in the Hamptons Returns 


to All-Time Lows

s we begin to prepare the Hamptons August 2021 
arket Report, the weekly median number of 
days from list to contract signed, officially returned 
to all-time historic lows for the second week in a row. 
Last week saw properties find contracts in a medi- 
an 57 days compared to the previous week’s 56. Early 
signs pointed to a potential increase in days on mar- 
ket for fall 2021 and, while this is still possible, early 
signs of improvement to listing inventory going into 
summer 2021 fell flat as summer has progressed. As 
a result, buyer relevant new listings continue to find 
contracts in record numbers of days. 

Last week only saw 14 new listings come on the 
market and while the days leading up to Labor Day 
can be sluggish for new listings as tenants and home- 
owners prepare to transition into the next season, 
the number of new listings over the course of the 


summer so far has not improved as much as industry. 


professionals and buyers had been hoping to meet 
buyer demand. 

Demand is still strong which can be exempli- 
fied by the fact that two weeks ago, eight properties 
priced below $1.5 million came on the market and,

last week, nine went under contract. More inventory 
simply leads to more contracts at this particular mo- 
ment in Hamptons real estate. 

Much can change however, and September’s new 
listings to market compared to contract activity will 
help to determine what we can expect from pricing 
in Hamptons real estate this winter. How many list- 
ings will actually be new versus the reactivation of 
the plethora of listings currently active for sale, but 
unable to be shown, will be the key piece of data we 
are observing to provide the most context for the real 
estate market going into the Hamptons fall 2021 sell- 
ing season. 


Four properties over $10 million went into con- 
tract, including 1320 Meadow Lane in Southamp- 
ton, which came on the market in June 2021 for

Two properties over $10 million were new to the 
market, including 70 Great Plains Road in South- 
ampton, listed for $14,950,000. 

Only three new properties came on the market

The highest over-list price closing, at 8.31% over 
the ask, was 546 Wainscott Northwest Road in East 
Hampton, which closed for $1,402,600 on August 
25. 

The listing that closed for the most under the list 
price was 93 David Whites Lane in Southampton, 
which closed for 10.29% off its $1,699,999 asking 
price for $1,525,000 on August 25.

One of the most nimble and 
sustainable nonprofit organizations 
on Long Island is the East End Food 
Institute located on the Stonybrook 
Southampton campus. I had the 
opportunity to learn more about 
their impressive work during a 
recent conversation with Kate Fullam, 
Executive Director, since 2018, who 
has a wide range of experience with 
local and regional issues related to 

environment, economy, science, and 
human health which are now united 
toward the goal of creating a more 
sustainable and equitable local food 
system. Also joining us was Michael 
Braverman, East End Food Institute's 
Chairman of the Board of Directors. 
Michael is a long-time East Hampton 
resident, journalist, magazine editor 
and philanthropist who focuses his 
efforts on local nonprofits. 


The East End Food Institute (formerly 
Amagansett Food Institute) is a 
501(c)(3) non-profit organization 
that builds partnerships among 
farmers, food producers, and food 
~ consumers on the East End of Long 
Island. Their members work together 
to create a more economically-viable, 
environmentally-sustainable, more 
efficient, and equitable local food 
system. 


As a fellow philanthropist, I asked 
Michael what motivated him to 
become involved with East End 
Food Institute. Michael states “Id 
been involved with a number of 
nonprofits on the East End and I 


had at one point been President of 
the East Hampton Historical Society. 
When I rotated off the board, I was 
looking for a new project. I liked the 
idea of a young organization where 
I felt I could bring some of my skills 
and experience and somehow it all 
seemed right,” said Michael. 


He explained that “when the 
organization was started there had 


not been any centralized voice for 


East End food producers. Food is 
an important part of our world here 
and it seemed like all these people 
creating the food and growing the 
food needed a voice.’ Michael, along 
with a small but active volunteer 
board of local leaders bring their 
creative and business acumen to 
guide the organization toward the 
robust roster of strategic partnerships 
and initiatives that make East End 
Food Institute a model for other 
nonprofits. “With the understanding 
that building a board is a complex 
and long-term undertaking, the 
East End Food Institute is gradually 
expanding their board with others 
who agree with the mission and care 
deeply about food insecurity,’ said 
Michael. 


Kate shared with me that one of their 
most impactful programs is Farm to 
Community, a collaborative initiative 
with Long Island Cares, The Harry 
Chapin Food Bank, which involves 
processing and freezing surplus 
produce for distribution to local 
food pantries as well as onto the 
shelves at local farm stands and 
tasting rooms. She explained “this 
not only compensates the farmers 
for the good work they are doing 
in growing food but it also creates 
equity and allows people at different 
levels of the economic spectrum to 
access local food. We are really trying 
to shift the economy in that way, so 
more people can enjoy the bounty 
and we are supporting a resilient food 
system,’ Kate said. 


Another key factor in their operations 
is the 2,000 square ft. commercial 
kitchen, located on Stony Brook 
University's Southampton campus, 
which supports farmer and 
entrepreneur members by renting

kitchen time and storage space to 
produce food and beverage products. 


Here, they offer local food processing 
operations space for private label 
recipes which are a great option 
for farms with surplus produce 
“Economically we are able to provide 
that space for small scale food 
producers to make a living and use 
local produce and products in the 
goods they produce,’ said Kate. 


Also of interest is the farm-to- 
school and other farm-to-institution 
initiatives where, as Kate explains, 
“you take a school that has buying 
power and is serving a lot of 
free breakfasts and lunches for 
the students, many of them who 
depend on those meals, and those 
institutional clients can buy higher 
volumes from the farms,’ said Kate. 
“This levels out the farms investment 
and also provides healthier local food 
that also supports the economy, the 
environment and the health of all 
those people too,’ she said.

mong the East End’s major film 

festivals, Spanish-language films 
are commonly included among other 
foreign language cinema, but only one 
event places them front and center:

e annual Hamptons International 

Film Festival (HIFF) is the crown- 

ing event of fall on the East End, and 

it’s back for its 29th year from Octo- 

ber 7-13 with a full slate of in-person 

screenings and events — a welcome 

return to normalcy following 2020's 
virtual and drive-in offerings. 

With less than a month to go before 
the festival begins, much of the sched- 
ule, celebrity guests and featured films 
have already been revealed, including 
Sunday Centerpiece film Mothering 
Sunday and a host of Spotlight screen- 
ings and premieres from some of the 
most respected names in cinema. 

“Every year we work to bring our 
audiences out east a diverse and 
thoughtful selection of films that excite 
and expand perspectives,” Hamptons 
Film Festival executive director Anne 
Chaisson says. “We are overjoyed to 
once again be bringing our community 
together in celebration of some of the 
year’s most incredible films.” 

The recently announced Sunday 
Centerpiece, the U.S. premiere of di- 
rector Eva Husson’s British drama, 
Mothering Sunday, screens as one of 
HIFF’s main events on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 10 — right in the middle of the 
eight-day festival.

SELMA BLAIR IN “INTRODUCING, SELMA 
BLAIR” 
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Moby Dick 
the Book

very summer, the novel Moby 

Dick is read aloud by a series of 
writers, historians and celebrities 
here in Sag Harbor. It takes them 
three days. And that’s because 
they read it slowly, chapter 
by chapter, from beginning 
to end. This year, the first 
chapters will be read at 
Canio’s Books starting on 
Friday, and further chap- 
ters will be read at the Sag 
Harbor Whaling & Historical 
Museum, the Old Whalers’ Church, 
Eastville Community Historical So- 
ciety, The Church, John Jermain Me- 
morial Library and then on Sunday 


from 1-5 p.m. back at Canio’s Books” 


for the grand finale. 

Sag Harbor is not the only place 
where Moby Dick gets an annual 
reading. It is read in New Bedford, 
Nantucket and Lahaina, Maui. ‘These 
three ports, together with Sag Har- 
bor, were the four major whaling 
towns in the world and from them 
hundreds of three-masted whaling 
ships headed out on the high seas to 
kill whales from the mid-1700s to 
around 1860. The world craved whale 
oil to light and heat their homes back 


then. And in these port towns, people © 


from all over the world talking in doz- 
ens. of languages lived and worked, 
having disembarked from whaling 
ships that stopped to drop off sailors 
and take on new ones. Back then, 
coopers and blacksmiths, sailmak- 
ers and inn keepers, captains, mates, 
woodworkers and harpooners lived 
along the dirt main streets of these 
communities passing their time in 
rooming houses, bars, warehouses, 
whorehouses and gambling dens. 
Sag Harbor’s Main Street was largely 
built during this period until, in 1849, 
with whales harder and harder to find 
even from halfway around the world, 
nearly the whole fleet left town to join 
the gold rush to San Francisco. 
Herman Melville was 32 and a suc- 
cessful author of adventure novels 
when he got the idea to write Moby 
Dick in 1850. Earlier, he had made 
several voyages to far-off lands. The 
first was aboard a freighter, but an- 
other was as a crew member and har- 


pooner on a whaling ship which, got 
him to Lahaina and then back home. 
Two earlier novels about the South 
Seas Islands were successful. But as 
it turned out, his masterpiece Moby 
Dick was not. It faded into obscurity 
as an oddity and he got little ben- 
efit from it. It was only when 
-it was rediscovered in the 
early 1920s, long after he 
was gone, that it was de- 
clared his masterpiece. 
Here is my book report 
about Moby Dick. I think it 
is now considered an American 
classic for the very things that others 
found annoying because they got in the 


way of the narrative. These essays are. 


about religion, politics, greed, insan- 


ity, obsession, ethics, morals and even © 


poetry. It depends how you look at it. 
“Call me Ishmael,” are the first 
three words in the book. Ishmael is 


the narrator, introducing himself as — | 


a New Englander fascinated with the 
sea for its ability to calm and soothe 


him through troubled times. This is 


why he wants to go out whaling. 

A ferry takes him from New Bed- 
ford to Nantucket to find a whaling 
ship where he can gain employment. 
Tired after an unsuccessful first day, 
he finds a cheap rooming house where 
he’s told all the beds are taken. How- 
ever, there’s this harpooner from the 
South Seas staying in one room that 
he’s not in now, and the innkeeper 
is sure he wouldn't mind if Ishmael 
shares half of that bed for a night. © 

Ishmael is a little concerned at this, 
but takes the innkeeper up on it, eats 
a hearty dinner and then goes to the 
room and to sleep. 


At midnight, he’s awakened by the 
islander Queequeg, who is trying his — 


best to tiptoe around. The islander 
is a 6-foot-tall “savage” covered with 
tattoos. He sits, sets a small wooden 
statue of a god on the mantel, and 


very quietly prays to it. Then he places 


some shrunken human heads next 
to the god, takes off his clothes and, 
carrying his harpoon, gets into bed. 


There, to keep warm on this cold - 


night, he throws one of his arms over 
Ishmael for body heat while Ishmael 
pretends not to notice. Is this fellow a 
cannibal? 


He isn’t. In the morning, commu-

nicating by sign language and broken 
English, they become friends and 
agree to go aboard the same ship if it 
can be arranged. They learn a whal- 
ing ship called the Pequod is about 
to leave, but the captain is crazy and 
has a peg leg because a white whale 
attacked him on an earlier voyage 
and ate his leg below the knee. And 
the captain is obsessed with getting 
revenge. 


They walk out the wharf. Be careful 


of this captain, a stranger tells them. 
But they shrug, spend time at a church 
service (with Queequeg staying out- 
side) and then find the boat. There’s 
no captain onboard, but two owners 
are there, sitting in chairs, checking in 


the supplies that deckhands are car- 


rying aboard, intended to last three 
years. And the captain? Ahab? Both 
say he’s a little queer but otherwise 
quite nice. You'll meet him, they say, 


but they are authorized to hire a crew © 


for the trip. So both get hired, Ishmael 
for a small fraction of the ship’s profits 


and Queequeg for twice that. 

The owners leave and the captain 
arrives, an old man who says nothing 
to anybody and goes quickly below. 
Finally, they sail out to sea and after 
two days, the captain emerges, nuttier 


_ than a fruitcake. He's going to kill that 


white whale. Nothing else matters. 
And now, there’s no way off this ship. 

Melville writes about the different 
crew members, about the cabins and 
decks and lookouts atop the masts. 


He then presents several chapters 


discussing the different detailed illus- 
trations of sperm whales that dozens - 
of prominent artists down through ~ 
the ages have drawn and how almost 
all are wrong. All have never seen a 
whale. He has, he tells the reader. 

In the end, after a violent struggle, 
Moby Dick kills and eats the captain, 
then rams the Pequod and sinks it. Its 
vortex pulls the four small whaleboats 
down into the sea — and only Ishmael 
survives to tell the tale. 

And that’s Moby Dick.

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Our Amazing History: Goody Garlick

Ihe early settlers of the Hamp- 
tons made maps of their towns. 
East Hampton’s map in. 1685 
showed the same_ broad 
main street we have today, 4! 
but with a wide island of 
grass in the middle all the 
way down. Carts, bug- 
gies and wagons plied the 
two-lane dirt roads thus 
created. And wood-shingled 
homes mostly of the saltbox de- 
sign, faced one another across the 
twin lanes. Attendant outbuildings 
and barns further framed the scene. 
Blacksmiths, saddlemakers, wheel- 
wrights, fabric weavers and _ leath- 
erworkers had their shops here, too. 
The homes on these maps indicated 
the family names of those living in the 
houses: Cooper, Herrick, Huntting, 
Gardiner, Osborne. Their parents 
came from England. They had come 
from New England. Also here were the 
meeting house and the Presbyterian 
church.

the rights of an independent colony. 
On Gardiner’s Island he could hang 
a man. But in East Hampton, such 
punishments could only be issued 
by a colonial judge. And so Gardiner 
told the crowd they'd have to bring 
Goody to Hartford, because Eastern 
Long Island reported to Connecti- 
cut, only later reporting to New York. 

Thus, Garlick was taken to Con- 
necticut where a judge at that higher 
court ruled there was insufficient 
evidence to burn her at the stake. 

Back in East Hampton, Gardiner 
took both Goody and her husband 
under his wing. They lived the rest of 
their lives in East Hampton and were 
never troubled again.

hilippe Corbet was born in the 

small town of Chambéry, France, 
in the county of Savoie. He grew up 
in a family of chefs and developed an 
expert knowledge of food at an early 


age. While living in Savoie, he formally 
studied the art of cooking, earning a 
four-year chef's degree and graduating 
first in his class. From there, he worked 
in a variety of Michelin-starred restau- 
rants — including the famed Georges 
Blanc in Vonnas Ain — where he honed 
his skills and developed an interest in 
world cuisines. While in France at the 
young age of 24, misfortune struck

Corbet when he received a phone call 
at work: The apartment where he had 
been living had burned to the ground. 
It was a total loss. Not to be defeated 


by such an event, Corbet saw this as 


an opportunity to come to the United 
States and continue expanding his 
gastronomic horizons. Within weeks, 
he sold his last remaining possession, 
his car, and he came to the East End 
to begin cooking at one of the Hamp- 
tons’ most enduring and successful 
restaurants, Stone Creek Inn in East 
Quogue. While there, Corbet ex- 
perimented with new cooking 
techniques and developed 
a deeper understanding of 
the American palate. Corbet 
stayed at Stone Creek Inn 
for several years, but eventu- 
ally decided to try his hand in the 

New York City restaurant scene. He 
accepted the position of executive chef 


at Bouley, one of New York’s consis- . 


tently top-rated restaurants, and one 
that holds two Michelin stars. 


After a successful stint at Bouley, 


Corbet was more passionate about 
food and cooking than ever. He want- 
ed to create his own brand and focus 
his time and efforts on crafting the 
dishes he loved. As a result, he moved 
back to Suffolk County, where he be- 
came the executive chef at Oscar's of 
St. James and then a partner at Roots 
Bistro Gourmand in West Islip. Roots 
was a small, beautiful, restaurant in 
West Islip with a focus on gastronom- 
ic cooking and custom chef's tastings. 
It was there that he truly expanded 
his love and understanding for Long 
Island produce, wines and more.

ike many Montaukers, the recent 

Henri storm found Bill O’Reilly 
weatherproofing and taking precau- 
tions. For seven years, O’Reilly has 
had a home in Montauk on an ocean- 
front two-acre parcel. He discovered 
the land on a secluded road, designed 
the house himself and brought in Joe 
Farrell for the construction. 


“I like Montauk’s rhythm, a differ- 


ent feel from the Hamptons and more 
of a year-round fishing town,” O’Reilly 
says. 

Raised in Levittown, O’Reilly re- 
members the times as a youngster 
he went clamming with his father in 
Montauk. 

“Several weeks ago, my son and I 
went. fishing and clamming. ... My 
son caught a 35-pound striper. ... We 
caught about 50 fish in several hours! 
I have an 85-year-old Italian friend 
who is the best cook in the world. We 
bring our catch over to him and enjoy.” 

Sometimes O'Reilly will interrupt 
his Montauk-ing to travel into Citifield 
for a New York Mets game. His base- 
ball roots go back to the NY baseball 
Giants. 

“When I was 7, they broke my heart 
departing for San Francisco. When 
the Mets started up in 62, I went to 
games at the Polo Grounds in Har- 
lem where the Giants had played. The 
Yankees are the aristocracy of base- 
ball. The Mets are the working class 
of baseball. I am traditionally tied to 
the Mets ... I don’t know Steve Cohen 
(the new owner), I would like to meet 
him. They are headed in the right di- 
rection.” 

Logging a 45-year career in tele- 
vision news broadcasting as a host 
and commentator, since leaving Fox 
News Channel, O’Reilly has become 
well-established in what an increas- 
ing number of his contemporaries 
have done with blogs and podcasts. 
“No Spin News” on billoreilly.com has 
hundreds of thousands of subscribers 
and visitors. 

“My broadcasting colleague, Glenn 
Beck, was the pioneer with ‘The Blaze.’

I took the success of my media service 
and expanded it into radio,” O’Reilly 
says. “Every night, I host a 15-minute 
commentary which is carried on some 
300 stations including WABC (770 
AM) in the New York region.” 

He continues, “I took four Fox 
alumni for my creative team. I have 
studios right in my houses, where we 
prepare the content.” 

The digital streaming blogs and 
podcasting is a growing competitive 
force against television. There are 
television stations which pay a distri- 
bution fee to access O’Reilly’s content. 

He has been generous through his 
foundation named after his parents. 

“I try to help children,” he says. “I 
am helping out in the U.S., Haiti and 
Mexico. I work with (former) Presi- 
dent Obama on his mentoring pro- 


gram. I have raised about $30 million 
to provide high-tech wheelchairs for 
injured vets.” 

He also continues to write books. 

“I have had 16 New York Times 


number one bestsellers so far — more - 


than any other nonfiction author,” he 
says. “Nineteen million copies of my 
books are in print right now.” 

After several successful books, he 
brought the Killing Lincoln book pro- 
posal to publishers. 

“They thought I was crazy. ... There 
are already 100 books written about Lin- 
coln,” he recalls. “I took a lot less money 
because I wanted to pursue it.” 

The success opened the whole series of 
“Killing” books. 

While O’Reilly’s “Killing” theme is 
based in history, he presents stories in 
an entertaining, reader-friendly way. 


Now with 10 “Killing” books, the latest is 
Killing the Mob. 

O'Reilly confides that many of his cre- 
ative ideas come to him while he’s asleep 
in the middle of the night. He wakes up 
and immediately writes the idea on, a 
pad. O’Reilly’s co-author is Martin Du- 
gard of California who he considers one 
of the finest researchers ever. 

“Two of the ‘Killing’ books most dif- 
ficult to write were Killing Jesus,” he 
says. “There is scant primary source 
material. We had to go to Israel. ... The 
government cooperated in providing 
the archives. Then we went to pg to 
get the Roman records.” 
~ “Killing the Killers, coming out in 
2022, has been very challenging,” he 
adds. “We had to obtain classified ma- 
terial ... we got it. You will not believe 
what is in this book.”

trip North across the bor- 

der to the United States 
began as a test of bravado. Ap- 
proached on the football field by 
a popular friend, he was asked 
almost as casually as one would 
inquire what’s for lunch — “Are 
you up for it?” 

“Sure,” Sammy replied, 

- with as much macho as he could 
muster. “When are we going?” 

The 3,000-mile trip from 
Peru to America was long and 
arduous — even for two young 
men in their early thirties. But, 
at times — much of them in the 
beginning of the journey — the 
feat felt more like a mini-vaca- 
tion. There was sight-seeing, 
and some good parties. which 
Sammy remembered fondly. 

Tt was 1990s Peru, after all. 
It was much easier to cross the 
border back then, Sammy re- 
counted. But neither Sammy 
nor his friend, Arturo, enjoyed 
a free ride to the states. 

His decision came with a 
price. Sammy said goodbye to 
his family on May 12, Mother’s 
Day. His mother — “a strong 
lady, but still a mother” — shed 
tears as she bid farewell to her 
son. Sammy, one of seven chil- 
dren, wasn’t sure if he would 


- or Sammy from Peru, the 


ever make it home. 

“IT wondered when I would 
actually see my family and 
town again,” Sammy said. “In 
fact, Inever have, and those last 
glances back are my final mem- 
ories.” 

Sammy started in Lima, and 
the first stop on the journey was 
Quito in Ecuador. On the way, 
he saw some of the most spec- 
tacular views of the excursion. 
“Great panoramas and ocean 
views flew by the windows like 
a National Geographic film— 
only this was real,” he recalled. 

When he and Arturo were 
in Ecuador, they had their 
first stroke of good luck. Lots 
of friendly people helped them 
along the way — and there was 
one friendly face Sammy would 
remember forever. 

“We were traveling on a bus 
from Costa Rica up to the bor- 
der of Nicaragua when I met 
a girl. We were sitting nearby 
each other on the bus, and we 
got talking,” Sammy said. 

That girl asked him to stay, 
and he debated, but eventu- 
ally followed through with his 
promise to himself and Arturo 
to head to America and see 
what life would hold for him. 
Though, he always wondered 


what could have been with the 
woman from the bus. 

But it wasn’t all good views 
and nice conversation. Sammy 
and Arturo had to work hard in 
between. destinations to make 
money to continue on their 
way to America — some legs 
of which were far more treach- 
erous than the others. From 
being confronted by men on 
horseback carrying machetes 
to getting taunted on a bus by 
anti-immigrant locals and get- 
ting swindled and robbed of all 
their cash, there was rarely a 
dull moment on the second half 
of Sammy and Arturo’s trip. 

Their greatest challenge 
was late in their journey: trav- 
eling up through Guatemala 
to the border of Mexico, which 
Sammy and Arturo . knew 
would be the hardest to cross 
other than the US border. 

Afterrunning(andjumping) 
to catch a train to Mexico, the 
two arrived safely — and some- 
how, unscathed. “We ended up 
staying in Mexico and working 
to get ourselves back together 
and save money to try again,” 
Sammy recalled. 

They got jobs carrying bags 
for people across the river, and 
worked day in and day out un- 


til coming across a coyote. The 
pair never wanted to work with 
a coyote — but they were get- 
ting desperate. America was so 
close, yet so far. 

They walked, and walked, 
and walked — so much that 
Sammy felt he couldn’t go on. 

“IT wasn’t feeling well. We 
had walked for hours. We soon 
ran out of water, and I started 
to feel dehydrated. I felt like I 
couldn’t get enough oxygen into 
my lungs,” he said. “My heart 
was pounding, and my head 
hurt.” 

Suddenly, he felt a “divine 
intervention.” 

“T saw a spirit cross my 
path,” Sammy recalled. “I was 
transfixed by this ghostly appa- 
rition and started to wander off 
the path after it.” 

He was staggering and felt 
near death..He wondered what 
it would be like to go with the 
ghost, but realized he wasn’t 
ready to die — so he prayed to 
God. 

“I was near death, and I felt 
I was saved by divine interven- 
tion. As I was praying I was 
amazed to hear the whole des- 
ert praying with me. It was so 
beautiful. As I cried out to God 
I heard all the animals nearby 


join me in prayer,” Sammy said. 
“I felt we were all crying out to 
God to listen and save me. The 
animals, the vegetation, and I 
were one. I could hear all the 
different voices of the animals 
uttering the same prayer. ‘Help 
him, Lord! Save him Lord,’ they 
chanted.. I could understand 
their voices as they pulsed 
through my brain, and I felt I 
was a part of something. 

Eventually, the pair made 
it safely to the states, though, 
looking back, Sammy was 
never sure he made the right 
decision. He often wondered 
what it would have been like if 
he worked in America and went 
back home to Peru. He also al- 
ways wondered what might 
have happened if he stayed on 
that bus with the nice girl from 
Nicaragua. 

What he does know is that he 
wouldn’t recommend the trip. 

“T don’t and won’t encourage 
my siblings to cross the border 
and make the journey here, as I 
felt the trip is not worth risking 
your life,” he said. I like my life 
here, but I work for minimum 
pay and live simply. I do wonder 
what might have been if I had 
returned and made a life for 
myself back home.”

possibly can.” And ever since, I have 
followed that motto. You have to be 
better. 

Can you elaborate on some of 
the services you provide? 

We do screening installations, we do 
repairs, we were doing a gutter clean- 
ing service but the last couple of years, 
we just can’t keep up. Just gutters. Any 
kind of external gutter. Copper gutter, 
aluminum gutter, any kind of mate- 
rial. 

What new trends are you see- 
ing in the industry?

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Power Broker: 
Andy Sabin

f you are looking for the modern definition of a 

“Renaissance man,” you could find it in a diction- 
ary — or, you could read about Andy Sabin. 

Andy Sabin is a metal mogul, renowned benefac- 
tor and philanthropist for hundreds of causes. He is 
a Republican kingmaker, an environmental activist 
and among the most visible figures in the East End 
community. Sabin’s contributions to. our region, 
Long Island, this nation and the world cannot be 
overstated. 

His company, Sabin Metal Corporation, the 
world’s largest, privately owned precious metal 
refining company, refines and recycles gold, silver, 
platinum and palladium. These materials, which 
are in high demand for state-of-the-art technolo- 
gies, help make everything from your smart device 
to high-grade military technology. They are also 
used by pharmaceutical companies and oil refiner- 
ies. Sabin has made a career and a fortune in the in- 
dustry — but sees his role in society as much larger. 

Sabin’s Rolodex is a who’s who of America’s most 


influential leaders, but the only elected officials he - 


supports are those who share his values. His goals 
are simple: By supporting responsible leadership, 
humankind and the Earth may provide future 
generations with climate-minded elected leaders.

Senators Tom Cotton, Rick Scott, Tim Scott; rep- 
resentatives Michael McCaul, Virginia Fox; North 
Dakota Governor Kristi Noem and George Pataki 
visited the beautiful East End upon his invitation. 

“When the leaders come to the East End, they are 
amazed at the amount of protected open space. In 
East Hampton, we have been able to designate 38% 
of the town’s open land as permanent conservation. 
It is an accomplishment that I have been involved 
in and I am very proud of,” Sabin continues. “A lot 
of these elected officials are also happy to learn of 
what we are doing for the ocean, with sustainable 
fishing and other similar issues.” 

Sabin sits on the boards of some of the nation’s 
most prestigious institutions. He has held leader- 
ship positions on the Law Advisory Board of the 
Columbia School of Law, the UCLA School of Law,

and the Yale Center for Business and the Environ- 
ment. In addition, he has helped underwrite and 
fund the development of medical institutions, in- 
cluding the M.D. Anderson Care Center at the Uni- 
versity of Texas, and has funded cancer research at 
Sloan Kettering. : 

“I’ve just completed a cardiac research center, 
and a men’s wellness center at Columbia-Presbyte- 
rian that will shape medical care for future genera- 
tions,” Sabin says. 

He has helped advance women’s health in Kenya, 
and he has a new project planned in Tanzania. His 
contributions have afforded countless women ac- 
cess to essential healthcare. 

And, despite such a portfolio of giving and phi- 
lanthropy, Sabin is far from finished. 

“My favorite saying is: Every day above ground 
is a good day. I give out thousands of bracelets that 
people wear as a reminder that when they wake up 
in the morning, they are blessed. Just be thankful 
that you woke up and your'e healthy,” Sabin says. 

Year-round, Sabin resides in Amagansett with 
his family, and his commitment to the East End 
has been on display. His efforts helped fund and 
develop the East Hampton YMCA, which has af- 
forded local youth the ability to play and learn and 
has serviced senior citizens. He is also a co-founder 
and president of the South Fork Natural History 
Museum, which funds conservation education. 

“One of my favorite things in life is to take young 


kids in the field, to hike in the woods and see the 
smile on their face when they see the beauty of na- 
ture. I have taken over 100 underprivileged youth 
and their families into the forest — it was so heart- 
warming to help inspire the next generation to help 
save the planet,” Sabin says. 

On his environmental expeditions, Sabin has 
gone around the world. From Papua New Guinea to 
Australia, and 104 other countries, Sabin has been 
involved in the discovery of new species, with a 
particular affinity for reptiles and amphibians. 

Sabin has more than 14 different species named 
after him, including the Peruvian frog — the 
7,000th known amphibian species — which is also 
known as the Sabin glass frog. This month, a new 
shark species was discovered in Madagascar and 
named after Sabin. The dwarf lemur of Madagascar 
also bears his name. 

“When you name an animal species, it is forever. 
It is the only thing that will exist in perpetuity,” Sa- 
bin says. “I’ve also started to find lost species and 
name them for very dear friends. If you want to — 
ensure that you give a unique gift, name a species 
after someone.” 

All in all, if there is one word that Sabin wants to 
be defined by, it is “compassionate.” He adds, “I am 
on Earth to save lives and the planet. I don’t want 
to be the richest man in the cemetery. I don’t care if 
I die poor, just so long as I have done something to 
save lives and save the planet.”
